Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  of  Congleton 
for  the  year  1952. 

There  has  been  no  marked  change  in  the  vital  statistics  during 
the  year  and  no  undue  prevalence  of  serious  infectious  disease. 

I am  pleased  to  report  the  Council’s  decision  to  embark  upon  a 
comprehensive  scheme  of  refuse  and  nightsoil  collection  to  cover  the 
whole  district.  This  is  a most  important  step  forw'ard  and  a progres- 
sive Public  Health  measure  which  will  go  far  to  improve  the  lot  and 
better  the  health  of  our  people  in  the  Rural  District.  There  has 
been  a steady  improvement  in  the  rate  of  completion  of  new  houses, 
but  despite  this  there  are  many  families  still  living  under  difficult 
or  unhealthy  conditions. 

As  in  previous  reports  the  work  undertaken  by  me  on  behalf 
of  the  Cheshire  County  Council  in  connection  with  the  Health 
Services  administered  by  the  South  East  Cheshire  Divisional  Health 
Committee  are  listed  in  detail  as  they  apply  to  our  district. 

I wish  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  your  Clerk  and  his  Staff 
for  their  help  and  guidance  in  the  performance  of  my  duties,  in 
particular,  my  thanks  are  due  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  R.  C. 
Ford,  M.S.I.A.,  whose  profound  knowledge  of  the  district  and  ready 
willingness  to  help  at  all  times  has  made  it  possible  for  me  to  carry 
out  my  work.  I take  this  opportunity  of  wishing  him  well  in  his 
forthcoming  retirement.

General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area 

The  following  is  an  abstract  from  my  report  to  the  South-East 
Cheshire  Divisional  Health  Committee  concerning  various  aspects  of 
the  Local  Health  Authority’s  services  as  applicable  to  Congleton 
Rural  District. 


Laboratory  Services 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  always  available  at  any 
time  free  of  charge  for  any  bacteriological  examinations  or  investi- 
gations it  is  necessary  to  carry  out.  The  Laboratory  situated  at  the 
Monsall  Fever  Hospital,  Manchester  is  the  one  found  most  con- 
venient for  our  purposes,  and  examination  of  food  and  ice  cream  are 
carried  out  as  a routine.  In  addition,  assistance  is  regularly  forth- 
coming in  the  investigation  of  epidemics,  particularly  in  connection 
with  food  poisoning. 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 


It  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  increased  attendance  at  the  Mow 
Cop  and  Scholar  Green  clinics.  There  is  no  doubt  that  much 
valuable  work  is  being  done  at  our  Welfare  Centres.  The  first  years 
of  a child’s  life  are  probably  the  most  important,  for  it  is  during 
this  period  that  the  foundation  is  laid  for  its  physical  and  mental 
development. 

It  is  also  during  this  period  that  the  mother  can  be  most 
influenced  in  all  the  many  aspects  of  child  care,  in  other  words, 
it  is  the  stage  when  the  greatest  benefit,  both  for  the  mother  and 
child,  can  be  derived  from  a good  system  of  Health  Education  as 
practised  in  our  clinics.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


I am  disturbed  by  the  falling  off  in  the  number  of  mothers 
presenting  their  children  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  unless  a high  percentage  of  immunisation  against 
this  disease  is  maintained,  we  are  likely  to  have  a return  of  this 
devastating  and  serious  disease.  It  is  rare  nowadays  for  a young 
mother  to  hear  of  a case  of  diphtheria  occurring  and  the  consequence 
is  that  the  fear  of  this  condition  is  disappearing.  However,  the 
organism  causing  diphtheria  still  exists  in  the  noses  and  throats  of 
healthy  carriers  and  is  likely  to  continue  to  do  so.  Our  Health 
Visitors  and  Nurses  are  constantly  campaigning  by  personal  approach 
to  mothers,  but  their  efforts  are  not  succeeding  nowadays  as  in 
former  years. 

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  is  now  being  done  on  a 
greater  scale  than  ever  before  and  this  protection  is  being  increasingly 
more  sought  after  by  the  mother  than  Diphtheria  immunisation, 
because  Whooping  Cough  is  one  of  our  most  prevalent  infectious 
diseases.  Fortunately,  it  is  possible  to  combine  Whooping  Cough 
and  Diphtheria  Immunisations  without  increasing  the  number  of 
injections  and  this  factor  more  than  any  other  seems  to  be  the  reason 
why  our  Diphtheria  immunisation  rate  is  as  high  as  it  is. 

It  is  still  most  difficult  to  get  mothers  to  agree  to  having  their 
babies  vaccinated,  largely  because  here  again.  Smallpox  in  this 
Country,  is  a rare  disease.  What  is  not  generally  realised,  however,  is 
that  the  optimum  time  for  vaccination  is  when  the  baby  is  four  months 
and  if  vaccination  is  to  be  done  later  on  in  life,  it  does  become  more 
serious.

Ambulance  and  Sitting-case  Car  Transport 

An  ambulance  and  sitting  case  car  service  is  provided  for  the 
district  by  transport  based  at  Congleton,  Sandbach  and  Alsager. 
Arrangements  have  also  been  made  with  neighbouring  Divisions  for 
the  use  of  their  ambluances  in  case  of  emergency. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  separate  out  from  the  figures  for  the 
whole  Division  that  particular  part  of  the  work  which  applies  strictly 
to  the  Congleton  R.D.C.,  but  I can  report  that  the  monthly  ambulance 
mileages  have  not  shown  any  great  change  from  the  previous  year. 


Domestic  Help  Service 

The  use  of  this  service  continues  to  grow. 

In  a Rural  District  there  are  many  instances  of  old  people  living 
on  their  own  who  are  not  willing  to  go  into  Old  Peoples’  Homes.  It 
is  only  by  employing  Home  Helps  in  these  cases  that  these  people 
can  continue  to  carry  on.  In  addition  the  Home  Helps  make  it 
possible  for  many  expectant  mothers  to  have  their  babies  at  home.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


Water  Supply 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Delwyn  G.  Davies,  Engineer  and  Manager 
of  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board  for  the  following 
information. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  in  Congleton  Rural  District 
during  the  year  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  quantity  of  water  available  for  supply  in  the  Congleton 
Rural  District  is  approximately  the  same  as  set  out  in  the  1951  Report. 
As  indicated  then  extensive  main  laying  is  required  to  assist  the 
present  supply  from  Mow  Cop  Pumping  Station,  which  is  slowly 
failing. 

Three  major  schemes  have  been  approved  by  the  Board,  of 
which  the  6 inch  main  between  Holmes  Chapel  and  Twemlow  has 
been  completed.  The  second  scheme  for  a 12  inch  main  between 
Cledford  and  Holmes  Chapel  is  still  deferred  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  as  a result  of  the  restriction  on 
capital  expenditure.  The  third  scheme  for  a supply  from  Radway 
Green  to  Lawton  Gate  is  due  to  start  at  the  beginning  of  October, 
and  should  be  finished  in  the  spring  of  1954. 

The  actual  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  Congleton  Rural 
District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1952,  was  312.6  million 
gallons  of  which  104.6  million  gallons  was  from  the  Mow  Cop  supply 
and  208  million  gallons  from  the  Delamere  Area.  The  industrial 
use  was  193.5  million  gallons.  The  population  for  the  1951  Census 
was  13,090  and  the  population  supplied  from  piped  water  mains 
about  12,500.  This  gives  an  average  daily  consumption  of  68.6 
gallons  per  head  for  all  purposes  and  26.2  gallons  per  head  for 
domestic  use. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  R. 
O.  Birtwistle,  for  the  reports  on  Sewerage  and  Housing. 


Sewerage 

The  various  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  given  satisfactory 
results  during  the  year,  although  several  are  overloaded  due  to  the 
expanding  building  programme. 

Experiments  with  the  surface  aeration  plant  at  the  Holmes 
Chapel  Works  have  now  been  concluded  after  seven  months  trial, 
and  have  proved  very  encouraging.  The  Consulting  Analytical 
Chemists  have  reported  favourably  on  the  effluents.  The  compara- 
tive costs  between  traditional  and  the  surface  aeration  plant  are  now 
being  analysed  from  the  data  obtained  and  a report  prepared. 
Incidentally,  the  industrial  concerns  in  this  area  are  co-operating  in 
regard  to  their  Trade  Effluents. 

Negotiations  are  still  proceeding  for  the  purchase  of  additional 
land  adjacent  to  the  existing  disposal  works  for  the  extensions  at 
Twemloy  Green,  while  investigations  are  being  carried  out  in  regard 
to  new  lines  of  sewers  for  the  Brereton  Green  Sewage  Scheme  in 
view  of  the  rezoning  of  land  in  this  area  before  the  Scheme  can  be 
finalised. 

Outline  schemes  for  the  Red  Bull  neighbourhood  of  Church 
Lawton  and  the  Rode  Heath  district  of  Odd  Rode  has  been  prepared, 
but  no  further  progress  has  been  made  owing  to  the  question  of  cost. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  Lawton  Heath  End  has  now  been 
completed  and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  for  approval. 

A scheme  to  deal  with  the  overloading  of  sewers  consequent  on 
flooding  in  Station  Road,  Scholar  Green  has  been  prepared  and 
tenders  accepted.  These  now  await  the  approval  of  the  Ministry. 

In  view  of  the  building  programme  for  Sandy  Lane  Site, 
Goostrey  and  the  urgent  need  of  sewers  in  this  area,  a sewerage 
scheme  for  this  district  is  in  an  advanced  state  of  preparation.  This 
will  afford  drainage  of  the  South  Western  district  of  the  Parish  of 
Goostrey,  and  it  is  also  proposed  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from 
premises  in  Harrison  Drive  in  the  Parish  of  Allostock,  Northwich 
R.D.C. 

Housing 

The  Council’s  Housing  Programme,  designed  on  the  basis  of 
the  demand  for  new  houses  as  revealed  by  application  has  constantly 
had  to  be  enlarged,  for  although  407  houses  have  been  built  the 
Housing  List  has  still  about  the  same  number  of  applicants  upon  it 
and  the  78  completed  during  the  year  did  not  materially  affect  the 
position. 

Houses  have  been  erected  on  many  sites  spread  throughout  the 
district,  for  every  Parish  has  its  own  particular  need.  Building  has 
taken  place  on  32  sites  in  numbers  ranging  from  a single  pair  for 
agricultural  workers  to  98  for  general  housing  and  overspill. 


It  has  been  the  desire  to  introduce  a variety  of  types  on  each 
site  and  in  so  doing  to  avoid  the  Council  Housing  Scheme  “ look.” 
It  is  considered  that  this  effect  has  been  achieved. 

Some  25  types  of  houses  have  been  built — they  include  two, 
three  and  four  bedroom  types  erected  singly,  semi-detached  and  in 
terraces.  Nor  have  the  older  people  been  overlooked.  Two  bedroom 
bungalows  are  being  built  on  numerous  sites.  The  demand  for  them 
is  increasing.  Flats  for  the  younger  folk  have  been  built  on  one  site 
as  an  experiment,  where  they  are  proving  highly  successful.

There  has  also  been  a reduction  in  the  incidence  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  as  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  strenuous  measures 
are  being  taken  in  the  prevention  of  this  disease.
